In ten minutes twenty-tour girls 
were burned alive Saturday morning 
or crushed to death on the pavement 
on leaping from the windows and fire 
escapes of the four-story factory build¬ 
ing at Newark, N. J., occupied on the 
top floor by an underwear manufac¬ 
turing concern. Here the death list 
was heaviest. The lower floors were 
occupied by two paper-box concerns 
and two electrical fixture factories. 
The latest count shows that sixteen of 
the twenty-four bodies recovered have 
been identified, and that six girls are 
missing. / 

The collapse of a wall interrupted 
further search. Fifty were taken to 
the hospital, of whom two may die. 
Among the injured is Joseph E. 
Sloane, deputy fire chief, who was 
overtaken by the falling wall and 
buried in bricks and rubpish. He is 
badly hurt, but may recover. 

Swift Rush of Flames. 

The rush of Haines was so swift and 
threw such terror into the girls on the 
top story that the body of one was 
found still seated on a charred stool 
beside the machine at which she had 
been busy when the first cry of fire 
petrified her with fright. 

Horrible as must have been the 
scene in the smoke of the crowded 
upper room, what occurred in the 
bright sunlight was more horrible. 
The building was exceedingly inflam¬ 
mable and the first gush of flames cut 
off all escape by the stairways. 

The elevators made one trip, but 
took down no passengers and never 
came back. The only exit was by the 
fire escapes, the lower platforms of 
which were twenty-five feet from the 
street. On these overcrowded and 
stee|i lanes, made hot by the jets from 
lower windows, pressed forward a mob 
of women blind with panic, driven by 
the fire and the others behind them. 

A net had been spread beneath the 
windows and the girls began to jump. 
“Like rats out of a burning bin” was 
the way a fireman described the de¬ 
scent. 

They came out of the windows in 
a stream, rolled upon the heads of 
those below them and cascaded off the 
fire escape to the pavement sixty feet 
below. 

Girls Jump to Death. 

Some of them stood in the windows 
outlined against the flames and jumped 
clear; others jumped from the land¬ 
ings, still others from the steps where 
they stood. The air was full of them 
and they fell everywhere — into the 
net, on the necks of the firemen, and 
fifteen of them on the hard stone 
slabs. 

When it was over there were eight 
dead in the street and the gutters ran 
red. Seven more were so badly 
crushed they died in hospitals.

MEXICAN SITUATION 
REPORTED RETTER 


Official Reports Indicate Rising 
Has Been Suppressed 

Embassador de la Barra of Mexico 
has received a dispatch from his Gov¬ 
ernment denying reports of the al¬ 
leged killing of 500 revolutionists at 
Puebla in a clash with Government 
forces. A dispatch said an official 
investigation of the disturbance in 
Puebla showed that Government forces 
attacked a body of twenty-five revo¬ 
lutionists entrenched in a house at 
that place. As a result of the conflict, 
twenty-three were killed and seven¬ 
teen wounded on both sides. 

The Mexican Embassador at Wash¬ 
ington received another dispatch de¬ 
claring that order had been restored 
in all States. 

Skirmish in Chihuahua. 

In an engagement near Chihuahua, 
Sunday, which lasted from 9 o'clock in 
the morning until .3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, 600 Federal troops routed 
a force of 400 Maderistas, driving them

Such is the tone of a telegram 
received by the State Department at 
Washington- from Henry Lane Wilson, 
United States Embassador to Mexico. 

In the battle between the Govern¬ 
ment and revolutionary forces which 
was waged near Chihuahua on Sunday, 
Mr. Wilson reports that the defeat of 
the rebels was accompanied with con¬ 
siderable loss to them. The strength 
of the Government troops in this en¬

Detachments of troops and constab¬ 
ulary are operating against the hos¬ 
tile Manobos in * Davao, Mindanao 
island.

The American Federation of Labor 
closed its thirtieth annual convention 
at St. Louis by choosing Atlanta, Ga . 
as its meeting place for next year. 
The entire list of officers, including 
President Samuel Gompers, Secretary 
Frank Morrison and Treasurer John 
B. Lennon, was re-elected. 

At Portland a draw span of steel, 
252 feet long and weighing 850 tons, 
has been removed from the false work 
on which it had been built, taken on 
barges, towed to its position at the 
new Hawthorne bridge which spans 
the Willamette river and safely placed 
in position. The Hawthorne bridge is 
now equipped with a lift draw, the 
first of its kind there, which runs in 
frames placed at either end. Elec¬ 
trical machinery raises the two draw 
ends simultaneously and vessels pass 
beneath. 

Three shifts of workmen, assisted 
by growers and packers from the Pa¬ 
cific Northwest, are working day and 
night in the First Regiment Armory, 
Chicago, to have everything in readi¬ 
ness for, the national apple show be¬ 
ginning Monday morning, when 2,000,- 
000 specimens will be on exhibition. 
Saturday growers began installing the 
district displays from orchards in 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Montana 
and the Province of British Columbia. 

James J. Hill has had a talk with 
President Taft. Afterward he had this 
to say on politics: “The last election 
has taught politicians and the country 
something valuable—that party lines 
no longer exist to an important extent, 
and that men are thinking, voting and 
acting along independent lines.

After an existence of less than three 
months, the San Francisco Sun, a 
! morning daily, has suspended publica- 
! tion. The management announces 
j that it has hopes of resuming «opera- 
tions later. 

The financial affairs of the news¬ 
paper were brought to a crisis Tues¬ 
day afternoon when the members of 
the Typographical Union employed by 
Hie newspaper served notice upon the 
management that no more work would 
be done unless the money to pay sala- 
. rios was forthcoming. The announce¬ 
ment that there was no money with 
which to pay was then made. 

I Soon after the dealers who had sup- 
: plied white paper for the publication 
! sent a truck to the building to secure 
! what white paper was left there. One 
i of the members of t he Typographical 
1 Union was made a special deputy sher¬ 
iff and put on guard at the building to 
j see that no one removed anything of 
value that could be levled*upon. 

The Sun made its appearance Sep¬ 
tember 2d as a morning Democratic 
I newspaper. It was published at 652 
| Mission street, and Henry J. Bartlett 
j was general manager, James Stuart 
business manager, and H. A. Dunn 
editor. 

Three weeks ago checks issued to 
I employes as salaries could not be 
realized upon immediately at the Bank 
| of California. Later they were hon- 
l ored when enough money to meet them 
i was deposited.
